TWO AUTO RACERS . 
HURLED TO DEATH 


Driver and Mechanic Crushed 
When Car at Indianapolis 
Skids and Upsets in Un- 
covered Drain. 


BACKWARD LOOK FATAL. 


William Bourque and Harry 
Holeomb Die on Speedway 
Believed to Have Been 
Robbed of Danger. 


AUTO FATALITIES OF YEAR............196 


[BY A B8TAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 19.—[{Special.]— 
Willlam Bourque, the daring driver who had 
risked his life in many a thrilling motor race 
and who did not know what fear meant, 
laughed at death once too often. 

He was killed this afternoon in the opening 
meet of Indianapolis’ new $400,000 motor 
speedway, and tomorrow morning his body 
will go back to his old home in Springfield, 
Mass. 

Accompanying it will be that of Harry Hol- 
comb, who ocoupied the mechanic’s seat in 
the Knox car which Bourque was driving 
when both men met their doom. 

Bourque and Holcomb lost their lives on a 
track built especially for motor car racing 
and which was supposed to have robbed such 
contests of most of their danger. The pro- 
moters had spent lots of money to construct 
a speedway on which it was believed racing 
autos might go a hundred milegan hour with 
comparative safety. But a turn of the head 
showed how futile had been their efforts. 


Car Skids, Men Hurled Into Air. 


Just what was the primary cause of the 
accident no one is able to say, but evidence 
seems to lay most of the responsibility on the 
dead men themselves. Both turned their 
heads to look behind at a critical moment. 
There came a skid of the car and the next 
instant it had overturned. The occupants 
were sent hurling through the air and 
crashed into a fence, Bourque died almost 
instantly. Holcomb succumbed on the way 
to the hospital at the other end of the park. 


Fifty seven laps of the 20 mile feature. 


race had been run before the fatalities 
happened: The contest had resolved itself 
into a monotonous grind. Critics began to 
acknowledge that at last a track had been 
constructed on which it war possible to 
travel the limit in safety. 

Bourque had worked up into second place 
and was fighting Chevrolet for the lead. 
Down the back stretch Bourque and Chev- 
rolet had reeled. Bourque had dashed up 
to the last turn at sixty miles an hour. 


Then Oame Fatal Look Behind. 

The turn is 6600 feet long and the Knox 
driver had straightened up to plunge into the 
home etretch. Then’ came the fatal look 
behind. 

Why both driver and mechanic should turn 
their heads at the same time no one kndwes, 
but they did. It was their last look. Per- 
haps it was the swing of their bodies when 
they started to face forward again that 
caused the skid. Maybe it vas the car strik- 
ing a soft epot in the track. It may have 
been something else. None can tell. 

Whatever it was that caused the machine 
to skid, an uncovered drain a foot deep and 
two feet wide on the outer edge of the track 
undoubtedly contributed greatly to the 


tragedy. 
The work on the track had been so rushed 


that it had been impossible to complete this 


bit, and when the Knox skidded it probably 
hit this hole, thought to be the only weak 
spot in the speedway. 


Backward Glance Old Habit. 

The turning around was an old trick of 
Bourque’s. He had done it many a time, and 
had betn warned of its dangers. But he ai- 
ways scoffed at such warnings. 

When the doctors reached the scene of the 
accident the victims were in a pitiful state. 
Both wére breathing and efforts were made 
to save them. But before the doctors could 
lift him into the motor ambulance Bourque 
was dead. Before a quarter of a mile had 
been covered Holcomb had passed away. 

Bourque’s skull wae crushed, and both legs 
were fractured. There were three holes in 
Holcomb’s skull and his left arm was broken 
in two places. 

The news of tragedy wae not told to the 
15,000 spectators that packed the grounds 
and witnessed the accident. All the specta- 
torg knew was that a car had tipped over 
and some one had been hurt. Chevrolet, 
Strang, Merz, Kincaid, and the other driv- 
ere kept up the race, the band piayed, and 
death was thrust Into the background. 


Partner Collapses at News. 

Albert Denison, racing partner of Bourque, 
who had teamed it with the Irishman from 
Springfield for two years in road race and 
hill climb, collapsed when he heard the news. 
They did not tell him of Bourque’s death at 
first and even after hundreds knew of it, 
Denison thought his friend still lived, aj- 
though badly injured. When they did tel! 


‘him he became hysterical, and lt was necea- 


sary to call-a doctor to care for him. 

Louis Chevrolet, the French driver of tha 
Buick team, was led into the hospita! shortly 
after the two men died. As he gazed upon 
the bodies of his former rivals of the track 
he muttered, “‘ Too bad! Too bad!” and then 
staggered to a chair, too weak to stand both 
the physical and emotional! strain of the mo- 
ment. 

Bourque had been in the employ of the 
Knox company since 1903, starting as a 
tester of cars. He was so clever at this that 
he naturally drifted into the competition 
game, becoming one of the racing drivers in 
1907 as & team Mate of Denison. He was 26 
years old and unmarried. 

Holcomb was only 22 years old, but as dar- 
ing In nature as Bourque. - He had been the 
latter’s mechanic al] season, and in the Cobe 
cup race at Crown Point he heid down the 
other seat on the Knox that made such a 
bold effort at winning the classic. He, too, 
was unmarried: His home was in Granville, 
Masse. He was with the Knox company two 
years. , 


Knox Company Cancels Entries. 
As a result of the fatalities, the Knox com- 
pany canceled all its entries for the present 


‘meet, and it is likely it will withdraw from 


all sorte of motor competition from now on, 
although it always has been one of the prin- 
cipal supporters of this branch of sport. 

Following the accident Referee Speare, who 
also is president of the American association, 
inspected the track. He ordered the danger- 
ous drain covered and also insieted that the 
promoters oll the track before he will per- 
mit any more racing.

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AVERTS FIRST MID-AIR CRASH 


Glen H. Curtiss Saves His Own 
and Another's Life. 


THREE ARE ALOFT AT ONCE, 


.—_ 


New ‘Record Is Set at Rheims in Pre- 
liminary Tests. 


RHEIMS, Aug. 19.—The American aviator, 
Glenn H. Curtiss, at sundown today added 
a dramatic feature to the trial flights of the 
aeroplanes entered for the contests of avia- 
tion week by skillfully guiding his machine 
above another aeroplane and averting & col- 


lision in the air. 

The feat was accomplished when, for the 
first time in history, three heavier than air 
craft’were maneuvering at the same time. 
All were flying rapidly when suddenly Cur- 
tiss saw M. Dumanset in an Anternette mon- 
oplane, approaching at right angies and on 
the same level with him. Quick as a flash 
Curtiss realized the danger, and elevating 
his planes instantly shot his machine up- 
ward and soared safely over the Frenchman. 

The thousands of spectators who lined the 
aerodrome watched the maneuver with bated 
breath, but when they saw it successfully 
and brilliantly carried out they wildly ap- 
plauded the American. The third machine in 
the air at this time was that of M. Tissan- 


dier. ; 
Wind Goes Down with Sun. 

The wind, which had been master of the 
aeroplanes for two days, suddenly died out 
at sundown and the aviators rushed to the 
sheds and dragged out thefr machines. Thou- 
sands of eager spectators crowded about 
them, but mounted gendarmes and dragoons 
soon cleared the aerodrome €o that the trials 
could proceed. Count de Lambert, on & 
Wright model, was the first of the aviators 
to start, and made a complete circuit of the 
aerodrome. M. Tissander, also on a Wright 
biplane, followed him. 

Then the Curtiss machine, looking smaller 
and more compact than the others, was 
placed in position for a flight. Curtise still 
was limping and used in walking & gnaried 
stick which was presented to him by the vil- 
lage cure. But, like M. Bleriot, who before 
crossing the English channel in his mono- 
plane threw aside his crutch, Curtiss mount- 
ed the seat of his biplane unincumbered. 

“ Where will you land?” was asked of the 
Hammondsport, N. Y., expert.

“Tam entirely satisfied with my aeroplane, 
which the recent accident has not hurt in 
any way. I used an eight cylinder motor 
today. The only trouble I experienced was 
with the propellers, which revolved so fast 
that the draft from them strained the rudder. 
This, however, can be remedied for future 
flights by strengthening the rudder.” 

Mr. Curtiss tonight joined the other experts 
in a statement to the effect that aviation is 
a fine weather sport, but that people must 
not expect flights to be made in all sorts of 
weather. Personally, Mr. Curtise said, he did 
not intend to take any risks. He has decided 
not to enter the passenger carrying test, as 
he has no hope of defeating Bleriotinit. He 
intends, instead, to devote himself to the

Title and Trust Company Pro- 
poses to Erect New Building. 


TO HAVE 100 FEET FRONT. 


Site Acquired East of Present Struc- 
ture in Washington St.

The Chicago Title and Trust company is 
to supplant its present sixt¢en story build- 
ing at 100 Washington street by the con- 
struction of a new twenty-two story build- 
ing covering 100 feet of frontage adjoin- 
ign on the east, the cost of which will ap- 
proximate $1,250,000. 

Owmhg to existing leases, particularly that 
of Foreman, the clothier, the major part of 
the new building will not be constructed for 
five years, but within ninety days it is 
planned to tear down the Lenox building at 
88-90, a seven story structure covering the 
east forty feet of the frontage; and erect 
in its stead a three story building conform- 
ing in general appearance to the building 
adjoining on the west, known as the Chi- 
cago Title and Trust Annex building. The 
foundations of the building to replace the 
Lenox will be made sufficiently heavy to 
carry a twenty-two story structure and when 
the Foreman lease expires the big building 
which is to cover the entire 100 feet front- 
age, will be pushed to a speedy construction, 
Notice was served on the tenants of the 
Lenox yesterday. William A. Bond & Co, 
have been the agents of the building. 


Site Bought from D. C. Cook. 

The iand which is to form the site of the 
new building has been purchased from David 
C. Cook of Elgin, Bighty feet of this front- 
age has a depth of 110 feet and twenty feet 
has & depth of 9Ofeet. This 80 feet was leased 
by the trust company in 1905 from Mr. Cook 
for twenty years, the company erecting the 
present three story building, which is occu- 
pied by Foreman, Frederick H. Bartiett & 
Co., and the Assets Realization company, the 
trust company, however, occupying the rear 
fifty feet on the first floor in the rear of Fore- 
man with a part of its abstract business. 

The tract acquired has 10,000 square feet of 
space, as against 10,800 occupied by the pres- 
ent building of the company, which is 60x180 
feet in size. The terms of the sale by Mr. 
Cook to the trust company are withheld, but 
the board of review valued the property at 
$551,245, and it is reported the consideration 
in the present deal is about $660,000.

STRIKE SPECTER AGAIN IN VIEW, 


By a nearly unanimous vote the members of 
the North and West Side Street Car Men's 
union last evening rejected the proposed con- 
tract offered by President John M. Roach of 
the Chicago Railways’ company. This re- 
opens the entire wage dispute between the 
traction companies and the men and again 
raises the strike spécter, which both the 
union committees and the officials of the com- 
panies believed was driven away by the offer 
of an increase in wages. 

At the close of the meeting, which was held 
in Schoenhofen’'s hall, Milwaukee and Ash- 
land avenues, President Willlam Quinlan of 
division 241 sent a telegram to International 
President William Mahon of the street car 
men’s union at Detroit urging him to come to 
Chicago immediately to take charge of the 
situation, 

President Mahon probably will arrive in 
Chicago this morning or some time later in 
“the day. The first thing he probably will do 
will be to ask for a reopening of the negotia- 
tions, and, failing in this, his next step, ac- 
cording to the constitution of the union, iste 
offer arbitration. 

Fisher Says Arbitration Is Next. 

Only one course is left open by the action 
ef the men, in the opinion of Welter Ll, 
Fisher, who represented the city in the nege- 
tiations, jand that course is arbitration. 

“I believe the companies will not yield an- 
other inch,’’ Mr. Fisher said when told of the 
vote. “ But arvditration ts open, From the 
tenor of the discussions I am satisfied the 
companies have offered the men all they can. 
or will give.’’ 

President Roach of the Chicago Railways 
company seid: 

“We will grant nothing more. No more 
concessions can be made. But, of course, we 
are ready to reopen negotiations with the 
men.”’ : 

“We Want More Money,” Men Say. 

The propesed contract, which was pre- 
sented at the meeting of the union by Presi- 
dent Quinlan and the members of the wage 
scale committee, was criticised from begin- 
ning to end. “ We want more money,” was 
the cry almost from the moment the con- 
tract was read. 

Strike talk was rampant from the start by 
the younger and more radical element of the 
union. The principal objection voiced was . 
directed against the scale fof new men, the 
speakers insisting that new men should at 
least receive the same scale as the hew men 
under the expired contract, which called for 
23 cents an hour for the first six months, 26 
cents for the next nine months, and 27 cents 
after the first year. 

They declared that the committee had done | 
worse than nothing for the new men and that 
they never would ‘stand for’ accepting a con- 
tract that did not at least provide as well 
for the new men coming into the service now 
as for those who came in under the old con- 
tract. 

Another objection was to the duration of 
the agreement. They objected to a contract 
running three and a half years, declaring 
they wanted their agreement to expire in 
three years on Aug. 1 rather than in Feb- 
ruary, six months later. 


“Looking Out for Themselves,” 

“ We are not interested in the company’s 
fiscal year,” said one speaker. “ We have 
to look out for ourselves. We don't care 
about eating snowbails in February.” 

From @il parts of the hall came demands 
for a reopening of the negotiations with the 
officials of the company and the committee 
of the union. The men declared they would 
give the committee “ more power” and any- 
thing it wanted fn the way of support from 
the union in order that the committee could 
seek new concessions with increased force 
of argument. 

President Quinlan, however, announced 
that the committee has exhausted all its 
powers and that no further efforts will ba — 
made by him and the members of his com- 
mittee. 

“We have done all we can,” said Preal- 
dent Quinlan. “ We have obtained all the 
concessions we believe we can get and this 
committee will not seek a reopening of the 
negotiations.” 

This only increased the turbulence ang 
appeared to make the men more determined 
to reject the proposed contract. The meet+ 
ing was attended by more than 2,000 men 
and at times the noise from the meeting 
could be heard a block away from the build- 
ing. 

Finally the proposition was put to a vote 
by a show of hands. A sea of arms and 
hands shot into the air on the question of 
rejection and the officers announced the 
defeat of the contract, without trying to 
count. ’

NOTED ATHLETE IS BURGLAR; 
SAYS HE DESERVES A (ELL. 


Robert Tainter, Who Disappeared from 
Beloit College Last Fall, Gets Two 
Year Term in Reformatory. 


La Crosse, Wis., Aug. 19.—[Special.]—Rob- 
ert Tainter, the famous Beloit college ath- 
lete, whose disappearance caused a sensa- 
tion in the college town last winter, was sen- 
tenced today to the state reformatory at 
Green Bay fer two years on hie plea of guilty 
of burglary and arson at a garage in this 
city Monday. 
Tainter also confessed that yesterday he 
made a fake attempt at suicide by shooting 
in order to divert suspicion from himself 
in regard to the robbery and fire. He comes 
of a wealthy family at.Viroqua, Wis. 
His mother saw him during the day for the 
first time in a year, and, together with his 
brother, Dr. Frank Tainter of Milwaukee, 
accompanied him to the train when the 
sheriff took him to prison. 
He will serve time at Waupun until room 
can be made for him at the reformatory. 
When arraigned in court he told ‘the his- 
tory of his past, of his uisappearance, and 
how he took $44 from the garage. 
He did not ask for clemency, but instead 
admitted that he deserved punishment and 
was willing to go to prison if his family 
Was not advised. His mother and brother 
received the first intimation of his arrest 
through newspaper accounts. 

Before his connection with thé garage 
where the robbery wat committed Tainter 


worked as a bellboy at a hotel here under 
an assumed name .

Supervisor Here May Not Be Appointed

Washington, D. C., Aug. 19.—[Special. }—n. 
Dana Durand, director of the census, re- 
turned from Beverly today and announced 
that no decision was in sight as yet respect- 

ing the Chicago census supervisorship. 
“We intend to make the Chicago appoint- 
ment by Sept. 15,."" said Mr. Durand. “‘Cen- 
sus bureau agents have been in Chicago 
recently and have gathered much informa- 
tion concerning persons there who would 
make desirable supervisors. The proper in- 
dividual will be selected in due time.” 
Director Durand said Senatér “Lerimer 
only recently had filed his recommenaation 


in behalf of George E. Plumbe and that it 
would be given due consideration. 


Big dairy interests of Chicago are plan- 
ning to frustrate the- scheme of the Milk 
Producers’ Protective association to force 
the proposed increased scale of prices for the 
six month’s period beginning Oct. 1, which 
would mean a retail price of 8 cents and pos- 
sibly 9 cents a quart. 

It was learned yesterday that the big 
dealers have sent men into the field signing 
up individual contracts with the 3,000 bot- 
tling house patrons and shippers who are 
not affiliated with the Producers’ associa- 
tion, and that dairymen not heretofore ship- 
ping their product to Chicago are to enter 
into competition with the organized ship- 
pers. 

Violation of Law Alleged. 

Leading dairymen also assert that the pro- 
@ucers have transgressed the law in “ com- 
bining’’ on a scale. It wag intimated that 
interests opposed to the Producers’ associa- 
tion have kept tab on their movements and 
have gathered material to lay before State's 
Attorney Wayman. 

Former Ald. Frank T. Fowler, one of the 
promoters of the Producers’ association, 
who claims to have been relegated to the 
rear for supporting the sanitary ideas of 
Commissioner of Health Evans, said the pro- 
ducers were justified in seeking increased 
prices, but that the dealers are not warranted 
in asking more than 8 cents a quart under the 
proposed scale. 


Milk May Become Plentiful. 

“It's a little too soon to take the scale 
seriously,"’ said Ira J. Mix. ‘“‘ The present 
one does not expire until Oct. 1, and many 
things are liable to happen. before then. 
There may be more rain and a bigger crop 
of feed than anticipated, and the cows may 
tart to give a more plentiful supply. There 
has been a shortage of milk for-some time. 

‘*It seems to me that the present scale was 
just put out as sort ofa ‘feeler’ tous. We 
may have to go beyond the present range of 
established shippers, but the green pro- 
ducers will have to be educated up to Com- 
missioner Evans’ sanitary regulations, If 
they are willing to comply we will have a 
greater source of supply.’’

Steriing Birmingham. the discharged man- 
eger of the Windsor Trust company’s loan 
department, also will be taken before Magis- 
trate Barlow in the Tombs police court to- 
morrow morning on a charge of having vio- 
lated the anti-tipping law when he accepted 
a gift of $250 from Richard S. Kaufman, @ 
moie broker of 44 Broadway. 


$1,000 Was “Easy Money.” 


Copies of the correspondence which passed 
between Broker Richard 8. Kaufman and

M. M. Joyce loan of $50,000, were made public 
yesterday. They show plainly that the 
Windsor Trust company entered into this 
transaction knowing the lender did not wish 
to have his name known to the borrower. 
The letters show further that the Windsor 
Trust company accepted a $1,000 fee for no 
other apparent service than the handing of 
the money and collatera!] from one party to 
loan to the other. Kaufman’s letter, dated 
July 283, and addressed to Stirling Birming- 
ham, manager of the compary’s loan depart- 
ment, is as follows: :

When 
the queen was expelled her brother or hus- 
band, whichever you please to call him, 
caused her name to be obliterated from the 
temple. But Thutmosis III. was succeeded 
by his brother, who likewise was his wife's 
brother, who rubbed out his brother's name 
and placed his own instead. At the death of 
Thutmosis II. the queen once more resumed 
the throne and continued the bullding of the 
temple. She finally was succeeded by Thut- 
mosis III., who again destroyed all allusions 
to his sister, inserting his name and figure 
in place of hers. e 

The temple had been started in honor of 
Ammon, but the successor of Thutmosis ITI., 
not being an Ammonite, destroyed all refer- 
ence to this god and thus the temple re- 
mained for more than 100 years, when Ram- 
ses II. took a hand in it and added his 
ubiquitous cartouche, as the little ellipse 
containing the king's name is known. 

One or two others either attempted to im- 
prove or change the character of the temple 
by means of addition, etc., but it stood 
practically as Ramses II. left it until some 


tively modern times and converted the cham- 
bers of the temple into chapels and barbar- 
ously defaced the “ heathen ” scenes on the 
walls. The temple, finally, is in good hanas 
and loving care is being taken of it in these 


days. 

Famous Colonnade of Punt. 
There are many features of great interest 
about the temple, but I can speak only of 
the famous Colonnade of Punt. Punt, in 
those days. was regarded as & land of fabu- 
lous wonders, like India in modern. times, 
and there the Egyptian went for ivory, ebony, 
panther skins, etc., and the mura) pic-- 
tures show an expedition to the Somali coast 
with its beehive shaped huts, reached by 
Jadders, built over the water among palms. 
These are exceedingly interesting, as also are 
the scenes portraying the arrival of the 
Egyptian fleet at Punt and the reception of 
the Egyptian envoy by the prince. 

There are many other mural scenes in the 
temple which either are of great beauty. or 
of great historic value, but, unfortunately, 
many of them are badly damaged. And es- 
pecially does it grate on one to find the 
representations of the queen builder abso- 
lutely effaced.

Rolando Sutton. 


VICTIM DOES NOT TELL. 


Refuses to Recognize Assailants; 
Mother Pities Disgraced 
: Boys. 


West Point, N. Y., Aug. 19.—The rumors 
of suspension and expulsion that have buzzed 
about the United State military academy for 
the last two months found offictal confirma- 
tion today in a final order, signed by the rec- 
retary of war and approved by the president, 
for the dismisgal of seven cadets. 

The text of the order has not yet been made 
public, but it is known that the cadets named 
aré John H. Booker Jr. of West Point, Ga., 
first class; Richard W. Hocker, Kansas City, 
Mo., third class; Earle W. Dunmore, Utica, 
N. Y., third class; Chauncey C. Devore, 
Wheeling, W. Va., third clase; Gordon Le- 
febvre, Richmond, Ve., third class; Albert 
Crahe, Hawarden, Ia., third class; Jacob 
8. Fortney, Dothan, Ala., third class. — 

Th eoffense charged ie hazing. or, more 

cifically, violatioti of section 1, article 

, of the regulations of the military acad- 
emy, which prescribes that “any cadet who 
shall strike, lay hands upon, treat with vio- 
lence,\ disturb in his room or tent, or offer 
bodily harm to a new cadet or candidate with 
intent to punish, injure, annoy, molest, or 
harass the same summarily shall be dis- 
missed from the military academy.”’ 


Sutton Beaten by Hazers. 

On the morning of June 14 last Cadet Ro- 
lando Button of the fourth or plebe class. a 
brother of Lieut. Sutton of the marine 
corps, whose death liad been under Investi- 
gation by a court of inquiry, reported sick and 
was orderdéd to the hospital, baciy bruised 
and suffering Yreat pain. He did not report 
for duty again until twenty-three days later. 

Before the boarci of investigation, which 
wate ordered, Sutton. true to-the unwritten 
code of the corps, proved a most reticent wit- 
ness. Sutton's testimony, as transcribed on 
the records, has not been given out. but the 
gossip of the tents has been that, though he 
gave a complete narrative of his adventures 
on the night of June 13. he professed to have 
been unable to recogrize any ofehis assail- 


ants. 


Mother Is Sorry for Boys. 

Throughout the investigation Sutton’s tact 
and loyalty to his fellow cadets have won 
him high popularity. The dismissed upper 
class men are supposed to nurse no hope of 
reinstatement. 

*O, I am 80 sorry. 
have my sympathy.” 

These were the words of Mrs. Sutton, moth- 
er of Rolando Sutton, when she heard the 
announcement that the seven cadets had 
been dismissed. " 

‘‘T regarded the boys’ doings as boys’ 
pranks,” added Mrs. Sutton, ‘ and I felt con- 
fident all along there had been no hatred 
against my son in what they did.” 


Cadets Issue Statement. 

The seven dismissed cadets left the mili- 
tary reservation tonight. Before their de- 
parture they united in the following state- 
ment: 

‘‘On the night of June 19 a large number 
of cadets had a little celebration. There 
was no thought of hazing any‘one. We en- 
countered a cadet sentry. Wedid not know 
it was Sutton or even that it was a plebe. 
He ran after some of the men and tackled 
them. There was a friendly skirmish and 
the sentry was hurt. 

‘‘As we understand it there must be de- 
liberate or malicious intent to constitute haz- 
ing. There was no such intend on our part. 

‘‘We were summoned before that: court 
and each man was obliged to convict him- 
self by his own testimony. That seems/a 
little hard. Please state, however, that we 
have the highest respect and admiration for 
the commandant of cadets and the court.”

PROF. MICHELSON IS HONORED. 


University of Chicago Physicist Given

for him in 1907, was informed yesterday that 
he had shared in the genera! distribution of 
honorary degrees made at the five hundredth 
anniversary ofthe University of Leipzig. He 
was given thie titles of doctor of philosophy 
and master of liberal arts. A letter accom- 
panying the diploma was written by Dr. Ger- 
hardt Seeliger and contained words of praise 
for the University of Chicago professor's 
work in spectroscopy.

Like the other three or four great 
temples which we have seen, it has its towers 
or pylons, courts, hypostyle hall, etc., with its 
great surfaces carved in relief, representing 
scenes from the life of the Egyptians, and 
long inscriptions. Perhaps the most interest- 
ing single feature of the temple are the frag- 
ments of a colossus of Ramses II. lying in 
the first great court.. The total] length of the 
statue was nearly sixty feet and its total 
weight has been computed at more than 1 000 
‘Stews tons. It was brought from the quarries of 
: ' : ; Assuan, seventy miles away. It is of rich 
red granite, exquisitely chiseled and marvel- 
ously polished. The ear alone is three and a 
half feet in length, while the middie finger 
nail measures seven and one-half inches. The 
king's name, appearing in two places, is beau- 
tifully scniptured. One of the treasures of 
the British museum, a colossal head of a 
statue of Ramses II., was found tn this tem- 
| ple many years ago. 

From these splendid evidences of Ramses’ 
greatness we rode to the temple of Deir-el- 
Medineh, which is of small size, but extreme- 
ly beautiful, belonging to the Ptolemaic pe-

PLAN TO MUICT MEXICANS. 


Brothers Expected to Dispose of $1,000 
000 in Spurious Money, 


Louisville, Ky., Aug. 10.—Dreams of wealth 
centered in a brass bound trunk containing a 
million dollars in counterfeit Mexican pesos 
were shattered for John. C. d Marion Rob- 
erts. brothers, here today when Deputy Unit- 
ed States Marsha! William Blaydes arrested 
John Roberts in Shelby county with the 
money in his possession. Since the hour of 
his arrest this morning there has been un- 
raveled in the custom house of Louisville and 
in central police station a remarkable tale 
of attempted financial buccaneerings. 


Says He Wanted to Get Rich. 


John Roberts coolly said he would plead 
guilty at the October term of the federal 
court. He had only wanted to get rich, he 
declared. 

It was through Marion Roberts that the 
counterfeiters were apprehended and their 
plan to defraud Mexicans of $1,000,000 ex- 
posed. Marion Roberts some days ago of- 
fered Louisville Drokers high commissions 
to dispese of some Mexican money for him. 
The brokers notified Chief of Police J. H. 
Haager, who at once enlisted secret service 
men and the trap to catch Marion Roberts 
was successfully sprung Monday. 


Scheme Called Gigantic Swindle. 


The police announced that J. M. Fetter & 
Co. were the brokers approached by Marion 
Roberts, who took the duties as promoter'of 
the concern. His “scheme” as explained 
to the brokers and detectives posing as bro- 
kers is the most gigantic swindling idea 
on record, according to the authorities here 
and contemplated no less than a counterfeit 
corporation with counterfeit stock certifi- 
cates, its business to be done with counterfeit 
money. 

Though all plans and collateral were to be 
false, Marion Roberts told the brokers, who 
are indignant that they were made the ob- 
jects of the proposal), that the money he 
‘* made,’””’ Mexican or American as desired, 
was flawlessly accurate and could not be 
detected. 

Would Counterfeit Certificates. 


He proposed, according to them, to coun- 
terfeit stock certificates of corporations as 
solid as the Pennsylvania and Louisville and 
Nashville railroads and the Louisville rail- 
way company. He proposed that they buy 
real stock with fake money and give coun- 
terfeit stock certificates in any exchange 
they might make. .

GREEK FLAG RAISED AGAIN, 
THEN HAULED DOWNIN CRETE 


Mutinous Militia, Assisted by Populace, 
Hoists Emblem, but Governor Lowers 
It—Powers Make Demand. 


CANBA, Island of Crete, Aug. 19.—The 
armed inhabitants of Candia, the largest city 
of Crete, today rehoisted the Greek flag in 
defiance of the powers, but it was hauled 
down tonight.

Reds Begin Fighting Early. 

The Reds began the fighting early in the 
day by threwing thefr left wing—the Tenth 
cavairy, the New York cavalry, the District 
of Columbia and Connecticut infantry— 
against the right of the Blues, gathered in 
considerable strength near Gourney'’s Cor- 
ner, for two miles along a road through 
Bryantville to the shores of Sandy pond. 

For three hours the fighting continued 
fiercely, and the Blues held back the Red at- 
tack. After disagreeing, the umpires de- 
cided to set the Reds back a short distance.’ 
Troop B of the Massachusetts cavajry suc- 
eeeded in creeping through a piece of woods 
after having dismougted and captured two 
field guns and ‘*“shof” forty horses of the 
New York field artillery, which had been 
shelling thé Blues from the rear center. 

As the cavalry were making off and taking 
with them the captured guns, the Connecti- 
cut infantry fell on them, captured about 
half the troops, and recaptured the guns. 


Orders to Hold Back Blues. 

The orders given by Gen. Bliss early in the 
morning to this detached wing of his army 
were to hold back the Blue forces and occupy 
their attention until the middle of the fore- 
noon. This plan was carried out, and then 
the Reds fell beck in good order to Pembroke 
Center, where another short but sharp bettie 
took place. ; 

The Red detachment was trying to rejoin 
the main army two miles farther up the road 
when a large force of the Blues was encoun- 
tered. This Blue force consisted of infantry, 
which had been hurried over a cross road 
with the hope of destroying a bridge at the 
foot of Oldham’s pond. 

If the Blues had succeeded in dynamiting 
this bridge it might have caused considerable 
trouble for the Reds. As soon as the fighting 
began a machine gun platoon of the Tenth 
cavalry galloped up and quickly opened fire 
and held back the attack of the Blues. 


-HAS WELLMAN’S DASH BEGUN? 


Dispatch from Trieste Says a Telegram 
from Steamer Captain Says Bal- 
loon Started on Aug. 16. 


PARIS, Aug. 19.—A special despatch from 
Trieste says that. aceording to a telegram 
received from the captain of the Italian 
steamer Thalia, now at Hammerfest, Nor- 
way, Walter Wellman of Chicago feft Spitz- 
bergen August 16 in his dirigible balloon, 
bound for the North Pole. Accordng to the 
telegram he had 4 favorable wind when the 
start was made and figured he eould reach 
the pole in from two to five days. He has 
made several false starts.

THE CHIPERFIELD-BERRY CON-

Illinois politics have been particularly 
nauseous this year. The legislature, rent 
by the strife of contending factions, 
dragged through a long and profitless 
session.

The Chicago charter bills and the requesi 
of the smaller cities of the state to be 
allowed to try the commission form of 
government were rejected. The water- 
ways project eas left -hanging in the air. 

Now comes the selection of a Repub- 
lican candidate for Supreme court judge 
to succeed Judge Scott. It was the duty 
of the party to put up a man of recog- 
nized ability. A court which is already 
famous for its incompetency needs such a 
man.” But the character of its members 
is largely determined by the method of 
their selection, and in this instance the 
method was abominable. 

On the 200th ballot the convention 
nominated a “dark horse’’—David KF. 
Mack. He had not been mentioned. No 
delegates had been instructed for him 
and no votes cast for him. Finally Col. 
Chiperfield and the Hon. Orville BE. 
Berry,.in a spirit of rivalry or, perhaps, 
of vindictiveness, inflicted an unknown 


7 candidate upon the voters. 


There should have been no issue he- 
fore the convention except to select a 
man competent to pass on great legal 
questions. That body served no other 
purpose than to test the comparative 
strength of two statesmen, one of whom 
was recently retired from the state sen- 
ate for his distinguished opposition to the 
lawful wishes of the people. 

The people have now an opportunity 
to compare the direct primary and the 
convention method of nominating judges, 
Just before the direct primary law was 
declared invalid there was a primary 
held under it in the Fifth Supreme court 
district. The Republican voters selected 
their candidate—Judge Hand, whom they 
all knew. In the Fourth district the 
voters have had no voice in the selection 
of a candidate. Two statesmen hays 
bossed the job. Now most of the voters 
will be asking “‘ Who is this man Mack?” 


SAFETY FOR TRAVELERS. 

The Burlington has a right tg. be proud 
of its operating record for a year. It 
carried approximately 20,000,000 passen- 
gers during twelve months without the | 
loss of a single one of them in a fatal 
accident. This recalls the showing of 
the Pennsylrania railroad in its last an- 
nual statement. The Burlington year 
ends with June 30. The Penncylvania 
report was from January to December, 
inclusive. It told of the transportation 
of 141,650,548 passengers during the year 
without one being killed, It showed 
1,888,819 passengers carried in® safety to 
1 injured in a train accident. 

The Pullman company issued its report 

for 1908 at about the same time as the 
Pennsylvania. Its standard sleepers car- 
ried 18,603,067 passengers, only one of 
whom was killed in train-accident. These 
several statements by prominent carriers 
indicate the care with which railroad 
trains are handled. There are cases, of 
course, where the equipment is not so sat- 
isfactory, where. the chance of death is 
greater, and where the statistics are not 
given out with ‘such pride. 
. But in general it is true that railroad 
accidents are comparatively few when 
the great total of individuals carried for 
longer or shorter distances is taken into 
account. It is a matter for gratification 
from the standpoint pf railroad officials 
and patrons alike. 


. RAILROADS AND WATERWAYS. 
Senator Burton says, as others have 
said before him, that the railroads have 
throttled internal water tfansportation 
by cutting the rates on what the boats 
carried until they were starved out. 
Prudent men,~he says, being aware of 
what has happened, will not build steam- 
boats and go into the freighting ‘busi- 
ness, although there would be money in 
it under existing conditions, because of 
their fear that the roads with which 
they would compete would haul freight 
at a loss and ruin them. 
. To the end that they may be protect- 
ed against that calamity the senator 


go. That proviso—“ after ascertaining 
all the facts”"—is a wise one, Congress 
should not enter on the enormous task 
of prescribing minimum rates for the 
railroads which compete with the avail- 
able waterways of the United States 
without a full understanding of all the 
causes of the regrettable abandonment of 
the inland waterways. 

One potent cause has been their ina- 
bility in a great part of the country to 
give continuous service. They are avail- 
able only for a part of the year. The 
railroads run all the time. Where there 
can be continuous service, as in the 
coasting trade, the railroads are forced 
to acknowledge the presence of a com- 
petitor too powerful for them to de- 
stroy except by putting down their rates 
to a point which would be ruinous fo 
themselves. ; 

The railroads have been progressive in 
their methods of handling freight. The 
carriers by water have not been except 
on the great lakes. They have clung to 
antiquated and costly methods—to hand 
labor when they shoyld have used ma- 
chinery. 

It would be easy vo find cases where 
the railroads have cut rates to divert 
traffic from the inland waterways, and 
raised them elsewhere to recoup them- 
selves, But when Senator Burton speaks 
of the railroads killing water trana- 
portation. “in its infancy "—it was no 
infant when the construction of rall- 
ways began—by cutting their rates, he 
mentions only one of the factors. 


ON M’CUTCHEON: AND PHILOSOPHY. 

When Mr. McOutcheon departed for 
Africa to indulge in extravagant expendi- 
ture on slaughter, he left behind him his 
colleague, Mr. Lugubrious Blue, We 
have been annoyed by regrets for the last 
season and depressed by forebodings as 
to the future.

Frogmore house has been entirely refur- 
nished, redecorated, and considerably altered 
80 as to bring K into line with modern, up to 
date requirements. It was built by Queen 
Charlotte during the early days of her mar- 
riage to George III. and was her favorite 
home. At her death it became the residence 
of her daughter, the Princess Augusta, who 
lived there unttl 1840, when it became the 
apg of the queen's mother, the duchess of 

ent. 

The present king and queen spent the first 
year of their marriage there. It was there 
that Queen Alexandra gave birth to her eld- 
est child, the late duke of Clarence, and it 
was generally supposed that Frogmore would 
become the residence of Princess Henry of 
Battenberg on Queen Victoria's dtath. King 
Kdward, however, used it for himself, while 
the alterations were in progress at Windsor 
castle after his accession, and then turned it 
over to the prince of Wales, who each year 
has become more attached to the place and 
has inaugurated many improvements. 

The house, which would appear a large 
and stately mansion were it not for the fact 
that it is dwarfed by the neighborhood of 
Windsor castie, is situated on @ slight emi- 
nence amid beautiful gardens which were the 
especial delight of Queen Victoria, who when 
living at Windsor castle would drive down to 
Frogmore on fine days to transact all her 
business, the signing of state papers, the re- 
ceiving of her ministers, etc., in a tent set 
up under the superb old trees. The trees are 
one of the glories of Frogmore, and among 
those that are of interest is one which bears 
the inscription: 

“ This tree was raised from the beech tree 
near Altenstein, in the duchy of Saxe-Mein- 
ingen, called Luther’s beech, under which 
Dr. Martin Luther was arrested and conduct- 
ed thence to Wartburg, in 1521. The off- 
shoot was brought to England from Mein- 
ingen by King William IV. in 1825 and plant- 
ed by Queen Adelaide.” The tree is known 
as ‘‘ the Luther beech.”

Frogmore has been so much associated in 
the minds of people with the beautiful mau- 
soleum in which the remains of Queen Vic- 
toria and of her husband, the prince consort, 
repose that its name is associated with ideas 
of death, an impression still further empha.- 
sized when itiis recalled that another mauso- 
leum at Frogmore contains the tomb of the 
These mausoleums, how- 
ever, are some distance from the house, 
which is not only extremely picturesque but 
likewise cheerful, as sunny and as bright a 
country house as one could wish during the 
greater part of the year. 

With regard to Sandringham the king and 
queen now will be able to entertain much 
more extensively there than heretofore. For 
not only will they have York cottage at their 
disposal for their bachelor guests but an en- 
tire new story has been added to the main 
front of the house, The new main entrance 
stands on the opposite side of the house to 
the old one, so that a considerable rearrange- 
ment of the interior has been necessary.

Temple Newsam, one of the most interest- 
ing country seats in Yorkshire, which figures 
in Sir Walter Scott’s popular novel “ Ivan- 
hoe" under the name of “ Templestowe,”’ the 
preceptory of the Knights Templar, is about 
to receive a chatelaine through the marriage 
of its young owner, Edward Lindley Wood, 
to Lady Dorothy Onslow, daughter of the 
earl of Onslow. The master of Temple New-* 
sam is the only surviving son and heir of 
Viscount and Viscountess Halifax’ and in- 
herited the Temple Newsam estates from an 
aunt, old Mrs. Ingram, 

At the time of the reformation Temple 
Newsam, the ownership of which, carries 
with it the lordship of the manor of Leeds 
and the ground landlordship of a considerable 
portion of that great center of industry and 
trade in Yorkshire, was presented by Henry 
VIII. to Lord Darnley, regent of Scotland, 


ley, who was married to Mary queen of Scots, 
and who was to meet so tragic a death. 

Early in the reign of Ear! Darniey’s son, 
King James I., Temple Newsam was bought 
by a London merchant named Ingram, whose 
heir was created Lord Irvine by Charles lL, 
The last Lord Irvine, dying at the end of the 
eighteenth century, bequeathed Newsam to 
his daughter, Lady Hertford,-who played so 
notable and not altogether immaculate ard6le 
at the court of George IV. As her son was 
destined to inherit all the Hertford estates, 
she left Temple Newsam to her sister, Lady 
Williarn Gordon, who in turn left it to another 
sister, Mrs. Meynell. 
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Bhe, in accordance with the terms of the 
will of her father, Lord Irvine, caused her gon 
and heir to assume the name and the arms of 
the Ingram family. This son married the 
daughter of the first Lord Halifax, and she 
bequeathed the property on her demise, five 
or six years ago, to her nephew, Lord Hali- 
fax’s only sonandheir. The entire property, 
especially the real estate in the city of Leeds, 
represents an income of about $500,000 a year. 

Temple Newsam itself was last rebuilt in 
the reign of Queey Elizabeth. The red brick, 
always such a feature of Tudor architecture, 
has become almost coal black with age, 
which, with the grime of the neighboring city 
of Leeds, imparts to the mansion a funereal, 
yet extremely impressive, appearance. Lord 
Beaconsfield was enthusiastic about the 
place, and in his novel “ Sibyl” describes it 
as “ Marney abbey,’ expatiating on the 
splendors of its long gallery with its wonder- 
ful collection of paintings and according par- 
ticular attention to the curious motto in open 
stone work around the top of the house, 
which looks like some unaccountably fantas- 
tic adornment until one is near enough to 
spell out the words, which begin: 

“Glory be to God on high and on earth 
peace,” 

It then goes on to pray for the queen's maj- 
esty and for the peace and prosperity of all 
who live in the house, the queen referred to 
being, of course, the great Elizabeth.

Conference Takes Slap at Plan tor 
Wireless to Mars. 


Lake Geneva, Wis., Aug. 19.—[Spectal.}— 
Admission that astronomy at present is do} 
little good for humanity was the chief fea. 
ture of today’s meeting of the tenth annua} 
conference of the Astronomical and Astro. 
physical Society of America at Yerkes ob- 
servatory, Williams Bay. 

Prof. E. E. Barnard of Yerkes observatory 
was the scientist to make this admission, 
and he did so in response to a question. 

“I do not fear the charge of attempting to 
belittle our work when I say astronomy js 
doing little good for humanity,” said Prog 
Barnard, ** for I mean only that it is doing 
little just at this time. We must not forget 
that it was a theory evolved from a gt 
of the stars that made possible the discovery 
of America. 


Discoveries Near Any Time, 

“ At any time we astronomers are likely tg 
make other discoveries almost as im 
and it is only by keeping constantly at oun 
study of the changes in the heavens that we 
can hope ever to be of service to mankind, 

“It even may be possible that we will learn 
the nature and the habits of the sun so per. 
fectly that we can forecast in advance, ag 
did Joseph in Egypt, which are to be the 
seven fat and which the seven lean years of 
the earth’s fruitage.” 

Sixty of the leading astronomers of the 
world are in attendance at the conference, 
which is presided over by E. C. Pickering, 
professor of astronomy and director of the 
Harvard observatory, who is president of the 
society. 

Mars Wireless Plan a Joke. 

The assembled scientists took a slap at the 
project of W. H, Pickering, a brother of Pres. 
ident Pickering, of flashing wireless messages 
from a point in Texas to the planet Mars, 
The society had been flooded with letters 
from newspapers, societies, and individuals 
asking whether it would be advisable to con- 
tribute to the $10,000,000 fund Mr. Pickering 
thinks will be needed to carry out his proj. 
ect. A statement was drawn up in answerto 
these communications to the effect that it 
was not considered worth while to waste the 
time of the meeting with discussion of a mat. 
ter of such self-evident improbability and 
imposeibility. 


EXPECTS LITTLE NEWS OF MARS. 

That the attempts of Prof. Percival Lowell 
of Flagstaff, Ariz., to prove Mfrs is inhab- 
ited when the earth and Mars are at their 
nearest approach to the Sun on Sept. 18 will 
result fn failure was the declaration of Prof. 
Elias Colbert yesterday. Prof. Colbert gave 
it as hig opinion that the opportunity of ob- 
serving Mars next month wou'd prove little 
that Is not already known. 

In the meantime, according to Prof. Col- 
bert, Chicagoans will have the opportunity of 
observing the planet whose future now is of 
chief concern to the astronomical! world, ag 
it will be visible as the red star In the heavens 
from now until Sept. 18. It rises at 8:30 p. 
m., and sets at 2:30 a. m. The last view of 
such an astronomical phenomenon was Sept. 
6, 1872. ‘ 


WRIGHTS FILE AIRSHIP SUIT; 
CLAIM PATENT INFRINGEMENT. 


Allege Irregularity in Connection with 


—Regarded as Test Case. 
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New York, Avg. 19.—([Special.J—Suit wags 
begun in the United States Circuit courtt 
day by the Wright brothers, the aviat 
against the Aeronautic society of New York 
for infringement of patents in connection 
with the machine bought by the society 
from Glenn H. Curtiss and the Herring-Cur- 
tiss company of Hammondsport, N. Y., and 
exhibited by the society. The Dayton men 
seek to restrain the society from exhibiting 
the machine further and also to recover 
damages. 

The Wrights. demand that the infringing 
machine be turned over to them for destruc- 
tion, and in addition ask that the court assess 
damages for, threefold the amount of what- 
ever losses they are found to have suffered 
by reason of the infringement and the publia 
exhibition or rental of the infringing ma- 
chine. A hearing probably will be held eariy 
in October. 

Aeronautic experts here tonight generally 
viewed the suit ag in the nature of a test 
case, brought to determine legally whether 
the Wrights patents cover effectually all 
aeroplanes constructed along similar lines 
to theirs. Regarded in this light the suit is 
likely to have a most important bearing on 
the development of aerial navigation. 

The Herring-Curtiss machine is at present 
the only American rival of importance in 
the commercial field, but practically gl! the 
experimental heavier-than-air mabthines 
which have met with any Gegree of success 
in this country have been constructed along 
lines, which, apparently, tne Wrights regard 
as preémpted by their patents. 

In the bill of complaint the Wrights set 
forth that their claims to the sole rights in 
heavier than air fiying machines of this type 
“have been recognized by the United States 
government, which has purchased some of 
the machines, while the sovereigns of other 
countries have given similar acknowledgee- 
ment.’’ 

BERLIN, Aug. 19.—Orville Wright, his sige 
ter, Katherine, and Hart O, Berg, the Euro- 
pean business manager of the Wright broth- 
ers, arrived here today from London. Mr, 
Wright is to make a series of public flights 
on the Tempelhof parade ground, in the 
suburbs of Berlin.

Of course, the 
untversity ie deeply indebted to Mr. Rocke- 
feller for his gifts, and as this commission is 
sent out from the Institution, he naturally is 
behind the project. 

‘* We found China doing Ite best to estab- 
lish higher education along western lines, 
and although in some particulars it is not 
succeeding in the fullest sense of the term, 
yet there is a strong tendency in the right 
direction which the expenditure of several 
millions would greatly promote. 

** Just what will be done is not for me to 
say. Maybe Mr. Rockefeller will determine 
to undertake the work of education in the 
orient, but I am not to speculate as to that. 
My work will be completed when I have 
reached Chicago and made my report.”

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Redieske Wants New Bridges. 

Paul Redieske, acting commissioner of pub- 
lic works in the absence of Commissioner 
Hanberg, saw the need of n bridges as the 
most important that could be covered by a 
bend issue. Four of the old eenter pier 
bridges have been condemned by the federal 
government and at least three more will have 
to be replaced in the near future. The aver- 
age cost of these, Mr. Redieske estimated, 


. would be about $820,000, so that the seven 
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would cost about $2,500,000. 

The acting commissioner also pointed out 
that the extension of the waterworks system 
as contemplated in the southwest land tunnel 
would exhaust a large part of the new bond- 
thnk power.

SOUTHWEST ASKS 
AID ON SHIPPING 


Transmississippi Congress’ In- 
fluence Sought on Coast- 
wise Traffic. 


Ex-Senator Patterson’s Attack at 
Denver Meeting Somewhat 
Curtailed, However. 


Denver, Colo., Aug. 19.—The southwest had 
its inning in the Transmississippi commercial 
congress today when the congress was asked 
to aid a movement to regulate the coastwise 
traffic as well as to enlarge the present scope 
of gulf coast shipping. 

The southwest presented several resolu- 
tion’ which were not acted upon asking that 
ships carrying freight in the coastwise serv- 
ice be. placed, under the jurisdiction of the 
interstate Commerce commission. Also that 
interstate railway rates shall not be raised 
unless-by the sanction of the commerce com- 
mission. 

H. H. Haines of Galveston presented the 
argument of the southwest as well as of the 
Southwestern Shippers’ association. This 
latter organization is attempting to obtain 
action by the congress to aid in controlling 
the rates of the coast wise steamers. 


Forester Pinchot Is Attacked. 

Despite the efforts of leaders in the Trans~ 
mississippi commercial congress to prevent 
the introduction of the Pinchot-Ballinger 
controversy, former United States Senator 
Thomas M. Patterson of Colorado prepared an 
attack on Forester Pinchot during the day. 
It was curtailed in part by the action of the 
congress in declining to give additional time 
to Mr. Patterson, who wished to present a 
resolution im fuller form than allowed by 
the rules of the body. x 

Senator .Patterson’s resolution declared 
therefore that additional] laws are not neces- 
sary, but that the president now has the 
authority to declare these boundaries in a 
more definite way, thereby dividing the for- 
ests from the arable lands and saving to the 
people many thousands of acres of land now 
held in reserve as forest lands. 


San Antonio Gets 1910 Meeting. 

San Antonio, Tex., was selected as the place 
for next year’s meeting and Col. Ike T. Pryor 
of San Antonio was decided upon by the 
executive committee as the choice for presi- 
dent. 

After much discussion the friends of beet 
sugar secured the adoption of a resolution 
favoring the development of the beet sugar 
industry and opposing further concessions to 
sugar coming from present or future pos- 
sessions. 


EIGHTH DISPENSARY IS OPENED 
BY TUBERCULOSIS INSTITUTE. 


Wurse Assigned to Take Charge Will 
Visit and Instruct All Patients in 
Their Homes. 


The Chicago Tuberculosis institute has 
just opened its eighth dispensary, at Twen- 
tieth and Robey streets. It will be affiliated 
with Gad’s Hill center. A visiting tubercu- 
losis nurse will be assigned to the dispen- 
sary and will visit all patients in their homes 
to instruct them how, to prevent the disease. 

Some of the symptoms which will be called 
to the attention of the public are: | 

A cough lasting a month, except whoop- 
ing; poor appetite, especially in the morn- 
ing; indigestion, loss of weight and strength, 
pallor; hoarseness lasting several weeks; 
spitting, especially in the morning; night 
sweats; spitting blood; feve® in the after- 
noon, shown by flushed face and tired feel- 
ing. .

MAKES FIGHT ON PINCHOT | 


COURT 10 HEAR STRIKE ECHO 


Undertaking Firm Will Ask In- 
junction Against Liverymen. 


SIGNED UP WITH DRIVERS. 


Association Replied with Fine and 
Expulsion, It Is Said, 


Steps to prevent President Robert K. Sloan 
and the members of the executive committee 
of the South Side Liverymen’s association 
from collecting a fine of $500 and boycotting 
his lHvery and undertaking business were 
taken yesterday by John D. Doran of Kelly 
& Doran, Thirty-eighth street and Archer 
avenue. 

Doran's attorneys, Castle, Williams, Long 
& Castle, were instructed to prepare a bill 
to be filed in cout asking for an injunction 
against President Sloan and the other offi- 
cers of the association. 

Doran also reported his grievance to the 
officers of the Chicago Federation of Labor. 
Following a conference President John Fitz- 
patrick and Secretary Edward N. Nockels 
of the federation announced they will take 
the matter up with the attorney of the labor 
body with a view to carrying the case before 
State's Attorney Wayman. The labor lead- 
ers declared they would demand that the 
charges be presented to the grand jury on the 
ground that President Sloan and his aseo- 
clates have entered into a “ criminal con- 
spiracy *’ to run Doran’s business, 


Result of Drivers’ Strike. 

The trouble is an outgrewth of the late 
carriage and cab drivers’ strike, Doran was 
a member of the association at the time the 
strike was called last April. Three days be- 
fore the drivers went on strike, Doran signed 
the agreement with the union for a scale of 
$2 a day for a week of seven days. President 
Sloan and the executive committee promptly 
levied the fine against Doran and ordered 
that he be expelled from the association un- 
less the fine be paid. 

Doran refused. to pay the fine. Asaresult, 
Doran declared, President Sloan and the 
memhers of the association have placed him 
on the “ blacklist’’ and have warned all 
members of the association to refrain from 
furnishing Doran with hearses*and carriages 
for his funerals on pain of being fined. 

Last Wednesday Doran ordered a hearse 
from Edward Sickles, 5611 Halsted street, 
for a funeral to Montrose. Sickles called up 
Doran on the telephone and told him that he 
was fined $2 by the association once for hav- 
ing furnished him with a hearse and that he 
would appreciate it if Doran would try to get 
the hearse from some other liveryman. 


Club Held Over Liveryman, 

The two liverymen being on friendly terms 
Doran implored Sickles to help him out of 
the difficulty. Sickles then called up Presi- 
dent Sloan and asked him if the association 
would permit him to furnish Doran with the 
necessary hearse. Sloan, it is said, replied 
emphatically in the negative and declared 
that if Doran was furnished with a hearse 
Sickles would be “ blacklisted” by every 
member of the association. 

Doran finally obtained a hearse from a west 
side liveryman, through a third party, who 
had to drive the vehicle from the west side 
to Brighton Park before he dared to consign 
it to Doran. 

“We signed the scale. of the union three 
days before the strike was called and ever 
since then the South Side Liverymen’s as- 
sociation has prevented us from getting 
hearses and carriages,’ said Doran. ‘‘ We 
were called before the executive committee 
of the association a month ago and asked 
why we signed the union scale. 

“We said we had a right to run our own 
business and did not want to be dictated to 
by a crowd of lIiverymen who are getting 
more for their vehicles than ever before and 
that the drivers are efititled to $2 a day.”

Speculative Public at Sea as to Causes 
of the Decline. 


[INBW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER) 

NEW YORK, Aug. 19.—{Special.}—Follow- 
ing a lower opening prices made some prog- 
ress upward today, but all that was gained 
on the day’s irregular recovery and much 
more in the case of most active stocks was 
Jost in the last half hour of trading, when 
prices broke so abruptly that the market for 
some of the leading active stocks became 
temporarily demoralized. 

This extreme weakness developed so short- 
ly before the close that traders were at a 
loss to gauge its significance, and the move- 
ment left the average observer of the specu- 
lative situation fully as much at sea as at any 
time during the confused and at times contra- 
dictory movements which have occurred dur- 
ing the last four or five days. 

Such abrupt declines as 4 points in Union 
Pacific common and New York Central with- 
in a few minutes of the closing hour forced 
the conclusion that operations in these stocks 
during recent days had left them in a vulner- 
g@ble position. Whether or not, however, the 
results of the last few moments of trading 
today are to be attributed to forced sales in 
these stocks due to impaired margins or delib- 
erate efforts to force a further reaction it was 
not possible to determine. 


Dangerous Market for Traders. 


One fact-which is ciearly disclosed by: 
these movements, however, is that the recent 
course of prices left the market open to just 
this sort of occurrence and maée it a danger- 
ous market for traders. Reading ended the 
day with a loss of 4% points, which compared 
with a decline of 5% in New York Central 
and 4% in Union Pacific. Other extensive 
declines included 2% in Southern Pacific, 1% 
in Northern Pacific, 1% in Southern Pacific, 
and 1% in St. Paul. while industrials showed 
such losses ae 1% each in United States Steel 
and Smelting and lesser losses in other stocks. 

It would be futile to attempt to find-in any 
of the items of information which came to 
hand today any explanation of the day's 
course in prices, the origin of which lay in 
the confused state which the recent specula- 
tion for advance left the market. The day’s. 
developments included recessions in the 
price of both corn and wheat and the favora- 


ble statements of the foreign banking posi-_ 


tion contained in the weekly reports of the 
Bank of England and the Bank of France 
which is not without interest as bearing on 
the international monetary situation, but 
such incidents as these re of little itm¢ 
port in today’s market. 


Speculative Mind in Doubt. 


Doubtless the recent advance in prices has 
been furthered by speculative hopes which 
have since been followed by speculative mis- 
givings, even in advance of the possibility 
of the fulfillment of previous expectations. 
The effect of the action of the market during 
the last two days will be to leave the specula- 
tive mind much in doubt as to whether it had 
been building up air castles first for its own 
comfort and latér for its own discomfiture, 
: The cn aga facts of the situation, how- 
ever, suffe no impairment, and even t 
. possibility of such development as the phon 
ing through in the near future of the Union 
Pacific segregation plan has not been les- 
eéned. Meanwhile losses have been suffered 
which may not be without their value if they 
serve to temper the speculation which had 
become somewhat reckless.

Earning 14 per cent it 
could pay at least 8 per cent regularly on its 
stock, which, selling on a 5 per cent basis, 
would make a market value of $160 a share. 
Adding to this the $224 previously shown, 
the value of Lake Shore stock works out as 
follows:

‘This calculation makes no allowance for 
the $31,767,360 par value of securities owned 
not included in the list heretofore considered, 
because no market quotations are available. 
For example, control of the Pittsburg and 
Lake Erie is undoubtedly worth. a great deal 
more than $15,000,000. This is particularly 
true because, since Dec. 31, 1908; the Pitts- 
burg and Lake Erie has increased its out- 
standing stock from $10,000,000 to $15,000,000, 
so that the Lake Shore holds $7,500,150 Pitts- 
burg and Lake Erie stock. At 250 this hold- 
ing would be worth $18,750,000 instead of the 
$15,000,000 at which it has been inventoried.” 


Central Leather Company. 

At a special meeting of the stockholders of 
the Central Leather company the charter 
was so amended that the United States 
Leather company can be merged with the 
Centfal company. 

The Central Leather company owns 90 per 
cent of the stock of the United States com- 
pany, but a small minority fought the con- 
solidation in the courts. The preferred stock 
of the United States Leather company is 8 
per cent cumulative, on which only 6 per cent 
has been paid. The shareholders who ac- 
cepted the security of the Central Leather 
company under the terms of the merger as 
originally promulgated in 1905 relinquished 
their claim to preferred dividends on their 
old stock. 

-‘The minority shareholders, however, held 
they should be given their full back dividend. 
These stockholders were represented by a 
brokerage firm which, it is announced, will 
continue to fight against the merger.

/CENSURE BY CORONER'S JURY! 
Steam and Trolley Railroads 
Blamed for Killing Two Men. 


DANGER AT GRADE CROSSING 


When Car Is Wrecked. 


the Pennsylvania railroad company and the 
Calumet Electric railway company for an ac- 
cident at One Hundred and Fourth street and 
Indianapolis avenue on Aug. 5 which caused 
the death of Conductor Otis P. Best of Ham- 
mond, Ind., and Motorman Joe! R. Spriggs of 
Pleasant Grove, Ind. The verdict follows: 

“We, the jury, censure the Pennsylvania 
railroad company and the Calumet Electrie 
railway company. The steam road is to 
blame for its failure to have gates erected at 
the grade crossing. The steam road also ig 
to blame for its faflure to comply with article 
8 of section 1978 of the municipal code regu- 
lating the speed of trains. Had this grade 
crossing been protected with gates it is the 
opinion of the jury the accident ‘would not 
have ocourred. 


Recommends a Bell System. 

“The jury recommends that the Pennsyi- 
vania railroad company put into service a 
bell system or some other appliance at this 
crossing until the tracks shall have been ele- 
vated. 

“ The electric railway is censured for its 
failure to comply with the law requiring that 
~ cars be stopped at railroad grade crose- 
ngs.” 

WilMam Tereseman, conductor of the train, 
broke down and wept while on the witness 
stand. 

“ Our train was going about twenty miles 
an hour," he testified. ‘‘ I heard the locomo- 
tive whistle twice and I realized something 
was wrong. I leaned overand looked out and 
saw the street car on the crossing. Then I 
felt the train slowing down, but the distance 
was, too short, and the next moment ghere 
was a crash. The car was thrown off the 
tracks and into a ditch alongside the railroad 
crogssi 

At this point the witness broke down and 
was unable to proceed. 


Unable to Stop Train in Time. 

Policeman John Spanier, who was a passen- 
ger on the train, testified that the street car 
stopped on the-.crossing and that he did not 
believe the engineer of the passenger train 
had time to stop the train and avert the colll- 
sion. He said when he alighted from the train 
Spriggs and Best were on stretchers. 

F.. J. Warner of 10858 Avenue L, South Chi- 
cago, @ passenger on the street car, testified 
that Best ran to the crossing, but apparently 
did not see the train and beckoned to Motor- 
man Spriggs to proceed across the tracks. 

Isaac N. Best of Roselawn, Ind., father of 
one of the victims, said he identified the body 
of his son in undertaking rooms in South 
Chicago. 


|CLOUDBURSTS IN COLORADO 
CAUSE MORE FLOOD DAMAGE. 


Several Bridges, Also the Tracks of the 
Colorado and Southern Railroad Torn 
Away in Places. 


Denver, Colo., Aug. 19.—Cloudbursts in 
southern Colorado caused further damage 
by floods late today. The downpour of rain 


1904. 

The water rushing through the Purgatoire 
river washed out several bridges and the 
tracks of the Colorado and Southern railroad 
were torn away in places. A force of men 
was put to work piling up sandbags to 
keep the river in its channel, the concrete 
will having given away in many places. 

In other parte of the state the flood condj- 
tions, brought about by unusually heavy 
rains in the last three days, are improving. 

It was stated during the day at the general 
offices of the Denver and Rio Grande railroad 
that the water in the Royal! Gorge is rapidly 
subsiding. The officials hope to get trains 
through the gorge by tomorrow morning. 

Not only the Arkansas river, but almost all 
of its tributaries, are overflown. The rain- 
fall in the last two days has been unusual. 


SECRETARY BALLINGER SAYS 
POLICY WILL BE CONTINUED. 


Claims Complaints Will Be Made as 
Long as Any Public Lands of Coun- 
try Remain for Distribution. .

‘*T realize there are some things in the law 
governing the disposition of public lands 
which ought to be modified and I shall sug- 
gest such changes in a report to congress. 
In the meantime the established policy of the 
interior department will continue.’

Board of Review Told Law 
_, Requires Tax Regardless 
| of Ownership. 


REALTY OWNERS HEARD. 


Reductions Secured on Several 
Holdings; Comiskey Put 
on the Books.

When the board of review made a reduction 
- $m the assessors’ valuation of the Wabash 

Elevator company and the Keystone Ele- 
vator company a few days ago it was repre- 
gented to them that the grain in these two 
elevators, which was valued at $125,000, did 
not belong to the lessee of the plants, but 
was simply there tn transit, and was the 
property of persons living out of the juris- 
diction of the local assessing bodies. 
Louls Beban, assistant county attorney, 
happened to take notice of this reduction, 
and it recalled to his mind a decision he had 
geen somewhere, so he started in to investi- 
gate. He found in the revenue law a pro- 
vision that grain stored in elevators on 
April 1 was assessable, no matter whether 
it was there on consignment or not. He 
also discovered a decision upholding this 
provision of the law. 

Therefore, being. interested in getting as 
much in the way of taxes for the county 
as possible, he carried the matter to the 
board of review, with the result that the 
case will be reopened and the assessments 
probably will be put back to where they were 
before—namely: $125,000 for the grain in the 
two elevators. 

Hear Realty Owners’ Complaints. 

Most of the board’s time yesterday was con- 
gumed in hearing complaints from real estate 
owners. Many of the smal! property owners 
succeeded in getting slight reductions in the 
valuations on the improvements, and in the 
case of W. M. Hoyt the reductions on eight 
pieces of property, including the family resi- 
dence on Dearborn avenue, totaled $382,105. 
Mr. Hoyt was represented before the board 
‘ by attorneys, who said most of the improve- 
ments were old and that the value of the 
property had depreciated in that section of 
the north side between the river and Chicago 
avenue and Clark and State streets. 

The reductions secured by Mr. Hoyt were

Samantha E. Drake protested that the 
$28,000 valuation of her factory building at 
Peoria and Van Buren streets given by the 
assesors was too high, and the board of re- 
view gave her the reduction she asked to 
$24,750. W. A. Jones was given two reduc- 
tions on two pieces of west side property. 
The building owned by him at North Ann 
and Nable streets was cut from $32,860 to

street was reduced from $5,600 to $2,500. 
Other real estate reductions that were 
made were: J. A. Beckwith, 244-6-8-250 
k avenue, from $13,250 to $9,000, and W.
